He also refers to his baby 
boys (twins) that are 19 years 
old and are now attending school 
at Arlington.

Mr. Barron was a member of 
the old farm organization known

grew truck and farmed for seven 
years and also tried bee keeping, 
but the high winds of the coast 
country made the venture imprac­ 
tical. 
Still dissatisfied, he moved 
to Cibolo in 1915, became a car­ 
penter and gin mechanic but lost 
interest in these occupations. Quite 
suddenly he realized his greatest 
interest was in the bee business 
and he quit his other jobs for that 
pursuit. 
He began with five hives 
and now has 700.

Will Be Expedited 
Beginning April I 


Proper procedure in 
effecting 
loans on Adjusted Service C ertifi­ 
cates through the United States 
, V eteran’s Bureau, has been receiv- 
led in Bryan by Mrs. Albert Buch­ 
anan, Red Cross representative. 
Beginning Friday, April I, 1927, 
properly identified veterans may 
pply for loans from the Regional 
Office of the V eterans’ Bureau, 
end an attem pt is being made to 
give three-day service in sending 
th 
checks to applicants. 
Promissory notes thus obtained 
run for one year with interest ai 
two per cent per 
annum 
more 
than the rate charged at the date 
of the loan for the discount of 90- 
day commercial paper by the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Bank for the federal 
reserve district in which the re­ 
gional office is located. At present 
the interest rate is six percent. 
Though local banks, as a rule, 
have not b.en making loans under 
$50 the V eterans’ Bureau is auth­ 
orized to loan to any veteran any 
amount not in excess of the loan 
value of the certificate on the date 
the loan is made. 
This provision 
will accommodate mans* veterans 
who have been unable to use their 
certificates a* security for loans as 
the loan value was less than $50. 
Official instructions in regard 
to applying for lo a n s state: “ V et­ 
eran* desiring to make loans on 
their Adjusted Service Certificates 
should not present them to the 
Regional Office of the Bureau in 
person but should mail in the form 
properly executed, with his cer­ 
tificate 
attached 
thereto 
and 
checks issued on these loans will 
only be given, to 
the 
veteran 
through the mail.”

One of the 
most 
interesting 
pieces of work attempted this year 
is the county-wide dental survey 
of school children. 
Bryan dentists 
are co-operating with the State 
Dental Association and the State 
Board of Health in an effort to ex­ 
amine the mouths of 
all 
school 
children in the county. 
Each child is given a copy of 
the finding?* of his or her mouth, 
as made by the dentist. 
In this 
way parent* learn how many tem ­ 
porary and permanent teeth have 
cavaties, which are in need of fill­ 
ing; also the number of temporary 
and permanent teeth where ex­ 
tractions are indicat'd. 
Barents 
are also advised of other condi­ 
tions found such us irregularities, 
tartar formations, stained aud ab 
cessed teeth, condition?* 
of 
the 
gums, and so on. 
The 
children 
examined 
show 
much interest in the work some­ 
times even requesting 
that 
the 
dentist extract a loose or badly de­ 
cayed tooth at once. 
While th** doctor examines the 
mouth of the child the recording is 
done by the 
nurse. 
After 
the 
child is examined, the teacher co­ 
operates by weighing every boy 
and girl, and records the weights 
on the room-chari 
left 
by the 
nurse at th** time of the physical 
inspection. 
In this way, without 
loss of time to anyone, it is pos­ 
sible to re weigh each child, 
and 
find out whether 
he 
or 
she is 
gaining in weight. In some schools 
each individual showed a gain. 
Dr. Jessie Whitacre, chief of the 
Division of Rural Home Research 
at College Station, is assisting in 
recording the findings of the den­ 
tists. when the larger schools of 
the county are visited.
